ACT NO . XXII or 1840 
All Act to make provision for the payment of taxes before transfera 

property are registered in certain cases . 


Ofe 


WYERNAS it is expedient to muke provişion for tho payroont of taxes before 
transfers of property are registered in certain cagos 

It is hereby enacted as follows : 

1 . short title and extent . - ( 1) This Act may be called the Paymont of 
Taxes ( Transfer of Property ) Act, 1949 . 

(2 ) It extends to all tho Provinces of India . 
2 . Applioation of Act . - This Act shall apply to any pors01 - - 

( ) wbo , on aocount of the setting up of the Dominions of India and 
Pakistan , or on account of civil disturbinocs Or the fear of such distur 
HADO06 , leaves or bae , ginco likia 14th any of August, 1947 , left any place 
in tho Provinces of India for polly place outside India , or who , since the 
said date , has been l esiding in hiny police outside India ; or 


(ii ) who , in the piciou verrey of the Inc.0169 -tox withorities specified 
in sub - section ( 1 ) of section 5 of the Indian Incomo-tax Act , 1922 ( XI of 
1922), or a Custodian of Evicuon Property or <h Collector, is likely to leave 
. the Provinces of India , with the intention of settling in any place outside 
the Provinces of India ind in respect of worn declnration that he is 
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& person to whom this Act applies has been received froin auy such Income 
tax authority , Custodian of Evucueo Property or Collector by the registering 
officer of the area in which any properly belonging to such person is situate . 

3 . Payment of taxes before registration of documents . ( 1) Where any 
document required to be registered under the provisions of clause ( a ), clause 
(6 ), clause (c ) or clause ( c ) of sub -section ( 1 ) of sectiou 17 of the ludiau legis 
tration Act, 1908 (XV1 of 1908 ), purports to trausfer, ussign , lipit or extinguish 
any right , title or interest in any property , other than agricultura , land , belong 
ing to any person to whom this Act upplies , no registering officer appointed 
under the bud Act shall register dny BUCO document, unless it is certified 
by the Income-tax Otticer of the urea in which the property is situate in 
respect of the person whose right, title or interest in the property is to be 
BO transferred , asaigued , umuted or extinguisheit under the terms of the doou 
nout that,

of the person18 mined in the statement. 


6 . Kight of appeal. — An appeal shall lie aguinst the order of any Income- tax 
Officer refusing to işgue a certificate under the provisions of sub -section ( 2 ) of 
section 8 to the Commissioner of Income- tas to whom the Income-tux Officer 
is subordinate , if presented to such commissioner within thirty days from 
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the date of the order, and the Commissioner may pags such orders thereon 
88 he may think fit . 


. 6 . Effect of Act over other laws. The provisions of this Act shall have 
effect notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith contained in any other 
law for the time being in force . 


7 . Bar of sults . No suit . prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lie 
against the Central Government or any person or authority in resnect of any. 
thing which is in good faith done or intended to be done under this Act . 


8 . Power to make ruleg. - - The ( entral Government may male rules for the 
purnore of onrrving into effect the objects of this Act , and, in particular . pres 
cribe the fee payable under sub - section ( ? ) of section 3 . 


9 . Efect of evniry of Ordinance XVI of 1948 . - On the evning of the Pivo 
ment of Taxes ( Transfer of Pronertvi ordinance 1918 (XVI of 19 .1A ), section 
3 of the Genernl Clanges Act , 1997 ( t of 1897 ) shall apply as if the clince 
bud then been repealed by a Central Act .

WHEREAS it is experient to control the hilini :xion into . And regi111114 - the 
movements in , Indin of persong from Pakistan ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: 

1. Short title and extent . — (1) This Act may be called the Irflux froze 
Pakistan (Control) Act, 1949 . 

(2) Tt extends to the whole of India . 

2 . Definitions . In this Act , unless there is anything repugnant in the 
Jubject or context , 

(a ) " enter " means to enter hy water, Inrd or air : 

(6 ) " officer of Government” means any officer of the Central Gov . 
urnment or of a Provincial Goveriment or of the Government of an Acce ! 
mg State ; 

( c ) " permit " menus a permit issued or renewed or the period where . 
. of has been extended in accordance with the rules made under this Act . 

3 . Control of admission into India of persons from Pakistan . - No person 
shall enter India from nny place in Pakistan , whether directly or indirectly , 
Tuess - - 


(a ) he is. in possession of a permit, or 

(b ) being a person not domiciled in Indin or Pakistan , he is ir pos 
session of a valid passport as required by the Indian Passport Act. 1920 
(XXXIV of 1920 ), or 

( c ) he is exempted from the requirement of being in possession of a 
permit by or in accordance with the ruleg innde under this Act , 
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4 . Power to make rules . - The Central Government may , by notification 
in the official Gazette , make rules 

(a ) prescribing tho authorities by which and tho conditiong subject to 
which permita may be issued or rouewed or the period thereof extended , 
tho conditions to bo gatisfied by the applicants for auch permits nod who 
forms and clasgos of such permits ; 

(6 ) rogulating the movements in Indiit of any person wlio is in pos 
sobbion of a permit ; 

(c ) providing for the oxumption , citlior absolutely or on conditions, 
of any person or class of persons from the requirement of being in Pos . 
session of a permit or from the operation of any rule made under this 
seotion ; and 

( 12 ) generally, providing for any other matters ancillary or incidental 
to the carrying out of the purposes of this Act. 


8 . Punishment of offences .--- (1) Whoever enters India in contravention ot 
the provißions of section 3 , or living ontered India contravonog the provisions 
of any rulo made under section 4 , or commits a breach of any of the conditions 
of bis permit , shall be punigliable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to one year, or witli fine which may extend to one thougand rupees, or 
with both . 


(2) Whoever, in any statement inade by him in pursuance of any of the 
provisions of this Act or of any rulos uade thereunder , furnishes any inforing 
tion , which is false and which he oither know6 or believes to be false or doma . 
not beliovo to be truo , wlall be punishable with imprisonment for u terin 
which muy extend to one year, or with ſino which may extend to one thon 
sand rupees , or witli bobl . 


6 . Powor of Aito$ t . -- ( 1) Any officer of polico , not below the rank of a sub 
inspector , any officer of the customs departmont of the Central Government or 
any other officer of Government empowered by a general or special order of 
tho Central Government in this behalf may arrest without warrant any person 
who has committed or against whom a reasonable suspicion exists that he 
has committed an offence under this Act . 


( 2 ) Every officer making an arrest under this section shall, without un 
Decengary delay, take or send the person arrestod before a Magistrato having i 
jurisdiction in the case or to the officer in charge of the nearest police station , 
and the provițions of section 61 of the Code of Criminal Proceduro , 1898 ( V of 
1898 ) or of the corresponding Inw for the time being in force in the Acoeding 
State shall , so far as they may be applicable , apply in the case of any such 
arrest . 


7 . Power of removal. - Without projudice to the provisions contained in 
section 5 , the Central Government may , by general or special order, direct the 
removal from India of any person who has committed , or against whom 
reasonable suspicion exists that ho has committed , an offence under this Act , 
And thereupon any officer of Government shall have all reasonable potrerg 
necessary to enforce such direction : 


8 . Protection to persons acting in good faith . No suit , prosecution or othv. 
legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything which is in good folih 
None or intended to be done under this Act . . 
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9 . Repeal of Ordinance XXXIV of 1948 . - ( 1) The Influx from Pakistan 
( Control) Ordivanco , 1948 , is liereby l epended . 
. ( 2) Notwithstancling such repeal, üdy rylos mude, uction taktu or tema 
dono in the exercise of any power conferrod by the Intlux froin Pakistan (Con 
trol) Ordinance, 1948 , shaul for all purposes bo deeneil to have been made, 
tuken or dono in the exercise of the powers conferred by this Act, 18 if this Act 
had commenced on tho day such ordor was made or such action was taken or 
such thing was done. 


AOT No. XXIV OF 1949 
412- Act to provide for the control of accommodation in certain hotels in 112€ 

Province of Delhi. 


WHEREAS it is expodient to provide for the control of accommodation in cer 
tain hotels in the Province of Delhi ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : 

1 . Short title , extent and application ( 1 ) Thus det lily Pori led the 
Delhi Hotels (Control of Accommodation ) Acti, 1949 . 

(2) It extends to the Municipality of New Delhi and to the Notified Area 
of the Civil Station , De hi. 

(3 ) It shall apply to the hotels specified in the Schedule and to such other 
hotels re may from time to time be added to the Schedule by lotification in the 
cfficial Gazette by the Central Government. 

2 . Definitions. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
suhjoct or context - -- 

(a ). " Estate Olliour." meus tibers Listute Oficor to ho Government of 
India and includes any other officer appointed by tho Central Government 
by notification in the oflicial Gazette to perform all or any of the functions 
of the Estate Officer under this Act ; 

(b ) “ Government allottco means it person who is selected by the 
Estate Officer for alltment of acconimnoiition in it hotel ; 

(0) " hotel" means any hotel specified in the Schedule ; 

( d ) " manager of a hotel" includes tbe owner , agent, caterer or any 
other person in cbarge of the management of the hotel ; 

(6 ) " permanent rosident” means a person other than : Government 
allottes who is taken as a resident in a liolel for a period X aling seven 
days ; 

o " temporary resident menns i person other than , A Government 
allottee who is taken as a resident in a hotel for a period not exceeding 
gevon days. 

3 . Controlled accommodation in hotele . - ( 1 ) If tho Tostate Officer considers 
it necessary or expedient so to do for the purpose of securing accommodation 
for Government officers or other persons for whom ho is required to find 
Accommodation , ho inay , by written order served on the manager of a hotel , 
deolare so much of the accommodation in tho hotel, vot exceeding twenty - five 
per cent of the total accommodation therein , as may be specificd in the order 
to bo control ed accommodation for the purposes of this Act. 

( 2). An orier made under sub -section (1 ) shall contain suchi description of 
the controlled necommodation including , in particular , the number and Clagg 
of tootrs ng the Estate Officer may consider necessnry . 
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( 3) After an order under sub -section (1) has been served on the manager of 
the hotel to which it relates , the manager of the hotel shall not allot the oon 
trolled accommodation therein or any purt thereof to , or allow the sanie to be 
occupied by, any person otherwise than in accordance with the provisions of this 
Ict . 

4 . Temporary booking of controlled accommodation .- ( 1) The manager of 
a hotel shall not allot any controlled accommodation therein or any part there . 
of to , or allow the game to be occupied by, any permanent resident but may , 
subject to the p ovisions of section 5 . allow any temporary resident to stay in 
such accommodation or in any part thereof for any period not exceeding reven 
days or fur any further period by which the period of stay of such temporary 
resident may be extended under sub -section ( 2). 

( 2) Whoji any temporary l esident is taken under sub- section ( 1 ) as a resi 
dent in any controlled accommodation or part thereof in a hotel for a period 
not exceeding reven days, the manager of thy hot» ) may , with the previous 
permission of the Estate Officer obtained in writing in Bocordance with the 
provisions of this section , extend from time to time the period of stay of such 
temporary resident at bis request by not more than seven days at a timuo . 

( 3) The manager of the hotel shall , before he agrees at any time to ertond 
the period of stay of a tempornry resident under sub -section ( 2 ), apply in writ . 
ing to the Estate Officer for his permission under that sub - section and every 
such ppp icntion shall be made not less than three days before the date on 
which the period of stay of such resident for the extension of which the permis 
sion is applied for expires, 

( 4 ) On receipt of such application the Eatate Officer mav elther grant or 
refuse to grant such permission and in doing so he shall be golelo guided by be 
requirements of accommodation for Government officers or other persons for 
whom he is required to find arcoinmolation , and the order granting or refusing 
Buch permission shall bo forthwith communicated by the Estate Officer to the 
manager of the hotel. 

(5 ) When the Estate Officer refuses to grant permission to the extension 
of the period of stay of any temporary resident under sub - section ( 4 ), Auch 
temporary resident shall not stay or be allowed to stay in the controlled accom 
inodation or part thereof, bevond a period of three days from the date on which 
the order of the Estate Officer refusing to grant such permission is communi 
cated to the manager of the hotel. 

6 . Booklag of controlled Accommodation for Government allotto08. - ( 1 ) 
The Estate Officer mny by written order direct the manager of a hotel to hook 
for the use of any Government allottee specified in the order any controlled 
accommodation or part thereof in such hotel ; and thereupon the manager of 
tho hotel shall forthwith comply with the oriler and shall accept the Covera 
rrent allottee 80 specified as resident in such accommodation or part thereof, 
Ag the case may be, and shall allow him to occupy tho samo for such period an 
may be specified in the order ind for such further period or periods as the 
- Estate Officer may, from time to time, direct subject to the payment of the 
usual charges therefor in nccordance with the provisions of sub -section (? ). 

(8) The charges, påvable in rcenect of any accommodntion provided under 
sub -section ( 1 ) to a Government allottee shall 

(al in the came where it is expressly provided in the order made under 
that sub -section that such charges shall be payablo by the Central Goveri . 
ment, be paid by that Government, and 

(b ) in other cases , le paid by the Govornident nllottee, 
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and the time at which and the manner in which the charges shall be 80 puid 
shall be suol us may be specified in the order mude under sub - section ( 1 ) . 

8 . 8o . vioo of order . - -An order made under this Act shall be served on , or 
comiaunicated to , the manager of a hotel either by delivering or tendering to 
ham & copy of the order, or by post , or in such otber manner as may be pres 
cribed by rulos made uuder boution 12 . 


7 . Power of entry , inspection , etc . - The Estate Officer may for the pur 
Poses of this Aot 

(a ) enter and inspect any hotel at any timo bejweon güncimerad 
sunset ; 

(b ) authorise any officer subordinate to him to onter und spat any 
hotel ; 

(o ) by written order require the manager of a hotel to produce for his 
inspection: suob books and other documeuts as may be necessary at suob 
time and at such place or to furnish to him Auch information with respect 
to the soconundation contained in the hotel is may be speoified in the 
order , 

8 . Appeals . - ( 1 ) Any manager or notal aggrieved by an order of the Estate 
Ofiser may , within seven days from the date on which the order is communi 
outed to him , present au uppeal in writing to the Chief Commissioner , Delbi:, 

Provided that no Buch appeal shall lie except on the ground that the pro 
vigijus of this Aut bave not been complied with . 

(2 ) Tha Chief Corumissioner muy transfer any appeal to the Deputy Com 
missioner, Dulni. 

( 3 ) Thy Chlef Comioissioner or, when an appeal has been transferred to 
hin , the Deputy Commissioner sha 1, after calling for a report from the cetate 
unive : and aftor making such further inquiry , if any, as he thinks tit, docido 
ibe appeal. 

(4 ) The decision of the Chief Commissioner or , as the case may be, of the 
Depury Commissioner and subject ouly to such decision the order of the Estato 
Obicer shall be tpal. 

9 . Penaltios. - Whoever contravenes or attempts to contravene or abets 
the contravention of the provisions of sub -section ( 3 ) of sectiou 3 , or any of the 
provisions of section 4 or the provisions of sub - section ( 1 ) of section 5 , shall bo 
punishable with fine which may extend to oue thousand rupees , or with 
impribjament for a term which may extend to three months, or with both . 

10 . Saving Ag to orders . Except as otherwise provided for in this Aot , no 
orde" made in exercise of any power conferred by this Act shall be called in 
question in any Court . 

11 . Protection of action taken under the Act. ( 1) No suit , prosecution or 
other legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done under this Act . 


( 9) No guit or other legal proceeding shall lie against the Central Govern 
ment for any damage caused or likely to be caused by anything in good faith 
dune or intended to be done under this Act. 


12 . Power to make rules. The Central Government may, by notification: 
in the official Gazetto , make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act .

ACT No. XXV OF 1949 


An Aot to make appcial provision for the rolief of displaced persons in res 

poot of otain legal proceodings 


WHERLAX it is expediout to make special provision for the relief of dig . 
placed persons in respect of certain legal proceedings ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : 

1 . Short title , extent and duration . - (1 ) This Act may be called the Dis 
placed Persons (Legal Proceedings) Act , 1949 . 

( 3) It oxtonds to all tho l rovinces of India . 


( 3 ) It shall come into forco in any Province on such date as the Provincial 
Government may, by notification in the official Gazette , appoint in this behalf, 
and shall remain in force only up to the 31st day of March , 1952 . 


2 . Definition . In this Act, " displaced person " means any person who , 
on account of the setting up of the Dominions of India and Pakistan , or on 
account of civil disturbances or the fear of such disturbances in any area now 
forming part of Pakistan , has been displaced from , or has left , his place of 
rosidence in such rren after the 1st day of March , 1947, and who hag been 
subsequently residing in India . 


3 . Restoration of certain legal proceedings .- --Where any suit, appeal or 
application for a final order has been dismissed for default of appearanoo or for 
failure to pay costs of servico of process or to furnish security for costa , or 
where a decree or order has been passed Ox parto , then , notwithstanding any 
thing contained in the Indian Limitation Act , 1908 ( IX of 1908 ), the Court may , 
on application mado to it in this behalf within ninety days frora tho commonda 
inont of this Act , or within such further time, if any, as the Central Govern 
moont may, by notification in the official Gazette , allow either generally or 
with respect to any class or clasgon of ages , set aside the order of dismissal or 
tibo decreo or ordor possed cu parte , ut tibo case may he : 


Provided that the applicant is either a displaced person or a person who , 
though normally & resident of India , was in an area now forming part of Pak 
istan at any time during the month of August , 1947, and has subsequently 
returned to India . 
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4 . Power of Court to grant relief to displaced persons. Notwithstanding 
enyining contained in any law or contract to the contrary 

(i) where , after the commenceinent of this Act , a decree or order is 
to be passed against a displaced person in ûny suit or other legal proceed . 
ing for the payment of money, the Court may, ut the time of passing the 
decree or order , dir :ct that puyment of such money shall be postponed 
for such period as may be specified or shall be made by instalmente , with 
or without interest, If in the opinion of the Court the direction 

(a ) will facilitate the rebubilitution of the judgment-debtor ; 

( b ) will not prejudice the rehabilitation of the decree -holder , if the 
decree -holder is also a displaced person ; and 

(o ) will be oquitable , having regurd to all the circumstances in 
which the parties are placed ; 


( ii ) where in puy suit or other legal proceeding, any decree or order 
for the payment of money has been pussed ainst displaced person , 
whether before or after tbs nommencement of this Act , the Court may, 
if the judgmp t-debtor makes an application in this behalf , direct that 
payment wit such money shall be postponed for such period as may be 
specilied , shall bo made by i stulients on such terms as to the pay 
ment of interest or the taking of security or otherwise as it thinks At. 


8 . Stay of insolvency proceedings . Where an insolvency petition has been 
presented to any Court against a displaced person , the Court may at any time 
stay the proceedings under the petition for such time and subject to such con 
ditions as the Court thinks St 


6 . Restrictions ou execution of decrees against displaced pornong . - Save as 
provided by this Act. no Court shall execute or otherwise enforce any decreo 
or order for the paymept of money page d against a displaced person , unless it 
io satisfied 


(a ) that such execition or enforcement will not affect the rehabilita . 
tion of the displaced person ; 91: 


( b ) that guch execution or enforcement is not sought against a loan 
advanced or agreed to be advanced by , or on bebalf of, or out of the funds 
of, the Central Government or any Provincial Government or against any 
4Aset created from any such lan : . 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall apply to any decreo 
or order for the payment of money passed in favour of the Central or any Pro 
vinoiul Government in respect of any loan advanced by , or on behalf of, or out 
of the funds of, the Contral or the Proyucial Government , as the case may be. 

7 . Procedure for the execution of certain decreos and orders passed 
before the 15th August , 1947. - Where & decree or order , not being a decree 
or order relating to innovable property situato outside the Provinces of India , 
has been passed before the 15th day of August, 1947 , by any Court situate in 
un area now forming part of Pakistan in favour of a displaced person or In 
favour of any other person who before and after the said date , has resided in , 
und continues to reside in , ail area now forming part of India , then , notwith 
standing any other law for the time being in force but subject always to the 
provisions of this Act , buch decree or order may, on application made in this 
behalt by the decree - holder in the manner prescribed by sub -rule (8 ) of rule 11 
of Order XXI of the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 ( V of 1908 ), be excutod by 
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any Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiotion the person , against 
whom the decree or order has been passed , actually and voluntarily resides or 
Oarries on business or personally works for gain or bas property , in the same 
manner and to the same extent as if it were a decree or order passed by that 
Court . 


8. Effect of expiry of Aot . Upon the expiry of this Act , the provisions 
of section 6 of the General Clauscs Act , 1807 ( X of 1897 ) shall apply as if this 
Aot had then been repealod by a Central Aot . 


Aor No . XXVI OF 1949 
An Aot further to anond the Indian Tec Control Aot , 1998 , 
WHEREAS it is expedient furtber to amend the Indian Tea Control Act, 1988 
(VIII of 1988 ), for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: - -- 

1. short title . — This Act may be called the Indian Tea Control ( Amendment) 
Act, 1940. 

2 . Amendment of section 2 , Act VIII of 1988 . - For clause ( 6 ) of section 2 
of the Indian Tea Control Act, 1998 (hereinafter referred to as the said Act ), 
the following olause shall be substituted , namely :

(3 ) The Central Government may , by notification in the official 
Gazette , exempt any goods or class of goods from the operation of thie 
section ."
